S.R.O. 199. — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 184 of the Naval 
Act, 1907 (02 of 1957), the Central Government hereby makes the following 
regulations further to amend the Naval Ceremonial, Conditions of Service and 
Miscellaneous Regulations, 1984, published with the notification of the Govern- 
ment cf India in the Ministry of Defence No. S.R.O, 22E, dated the 19th February 
1904, namely: — 

1. These regulations may be called the Naval Ceremonial, Conditions of Ser- 
vice and Miscellaneous (Second Amendment) Regulations, 1970. 

2, In the Naval Ceremonial, Conditions of Service and Miscellaneous Regu- 
lations, 1964 , for regulation 144 , the following regulation shall be substituted, 
namely: — 

"144- Seniority of Officers — Sub Lieutenants and below . — The relative 

position in the Navy List of officers of the same seniority in the rank 
shall be determined in alphabetical order. 

(2) Lieutenants — Seniority as Lieutenant shall be determined on the basis 

of time gained or lost during initial training. Officers of the same 
seniority as Lieutenants shall be placed in the Naval List in accor- 
dance with their date of commission. If the date of commission also 
happens to he the same, then the age shall determine the relative 
position In the Navy List, that is to say, the older, the senior. 

(3) Lieutenant Coimnanders and above. — If two officers are promoted on the 

same date, they shall retain the same relative position in the Navy 
List as in their previous rank.”

SJt.O. 205. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 300 
of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules regulating the 
method of recruitment to the Class I Gazetted post of Translator in Indonesian 
language in General Staff Branch, Army Headquarters in the Ministry of Defence, 
namely: — 

1. Short title and commencement — (i) These rules may be called the Ministry 
of Defence, General Staff Branch, Army Headquarters (Class I Gazetted post of 
Translator) Recruitment Rules, 1970. 

(ii) These rules shall come into force on the date of their publication in the 
Official Gazette. 

2. Application. — These rules shall apply to the post specified in column 1 of 
the Schedule annexed hereto. 

3. Number of posts, classification and scale of pay. — The number of post, its 
classification and the scale of pay attached thereto, shall be as specified in columns 
2 to 4 of the said Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifications — The method of 
recruitment to the said post, age limit, qualifications and other matters connected 
therewith shall be as specified in columns 5 to 12 of the Schedule aforesaid: 

Provided that the upper age limit specified in column 6 of the said Schedule 
for direct recruitment may be relaxed in the- case of candidates belonging to the 
Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in 
accordance with the orders of the Central Government Issued from time to time. 

5. Disqualifications. — (a) No person, who has more than one wife living or 
who, having a spouse living, marries in any case in which such marriage is void 
by reason of its taking place during the life-time of such spouse, shall be eligible 
for appointment to the said nost: and 

(b) no woman, whose marriage is void :by reason of the husband having af wife 
living at the time of such marriage, or who has married a person who has a wife 
living at the time of such marriage, shall be eligible for appointment to the said 
post: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that there are special 
grounds for so ordering, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of opinion that it la 
necessary or expedient to do so, it may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in 
writing and in consultation with Union Public Service Commission, relax anv of 
the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons or 
post.

5. R.O. 206 — The following bye-laws for the control and supervision of Mills in 
-the Cantonment of Roorkee framed by the Cantonment Board, Roorkee, in exer- 
cise of the powers conferred by clause (17) of section 282 and section 283 of the 
Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924), (hereinafter referred to as the said Act), are 
hereby published for general Information, the same having 'been previously 
published, approved and confirmed by the Central Government, as reauired by 
sub-section (1) of section 284 of the said Act. namely: — 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These Bye-laws may be called the 
'Roorkee Cantonment (Control and Supervision of Mills) Bye-laws, 1970. 

(2) They shall come into force at once. 

2. Definition, — In these Bye-laws, “mill’’ means any mill for making flour, dall 
-or oil and includes a rice mill, textile mill, factory for pressing or ginning of 
■cotton or other factory worked by oil or electricity. 

3. Notification of Mill areas. — After the coming into force of these bye-laws, 
a mill shall be established within such areas as may be approved and notified 
by the Cantonment Board for this purpose. 

4. Licence Form. — (1) No person shall establish or maintain a mill except 
under a licence in Form II annexed to these bye-laws Issued by the Cantonment 
'Board. 

(2) Every licence so issued shall be displayed in a conspicuous place within 
'the premises of the mill concerned. 

(3) Every licence so granted shall expire on the 31st March of each year. 

6. Application for licence. — (1) Eyery application for a licence referred to in 
bye-law 4 shall be made in writing to the Executive Officer in Form I annexed to 
'these bye-laws, Along with such application a plan in duplicate showing the 
-following details shall also be attached: — 

(a) site plan: 

(b) specifications of foundations: 

(c) plan of building and location of engine; and 

(d) horse power of the engine and motive power. 
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(2) The mills existing before the commencement of these bye-laws shall apply 
Jor and obtain licence under these bye-laws within three months of the date on 
which these bye-laws come into force. The Cantonment Board may reject such 
applications fcr licence if the Cantonment Board is satisfied that the provisions of 
■bye-laws 0 to 11 are not complied with. 


6. Grounds for rejection of application. — The licence may be refused on any 
■of the following grounds, namely: — 

(a) that the application for licence is not in proper form; 

(b) that the applicant has not complied with the requirements of any of 

these Bye-laws, 


7. Building requirements of Mill.— -The building or premises in which a mill is 
proposed to be installed shall: 

(i) be situated at a reasonable distance from place which gives out offensive 

smell such as latrine or cesspit (in case of public latrines at a dis- 
tance of 30 metres: and 

(ii) consist of a solid structure able to withstand the vibration of the engine, 

with adequate space for fixing a dynamo of engine in a railed 
enclosure. 


8. Condition of grain. — Only grains which are properly cleaned shall be used 
for grinding in a mill used for the purpose. 


9. Conditions for machinery, — The machinery shall be fixed on a concrete 
foundation away from the walls of the building in such a manner that the vibra- 
tions of the machine do not affect the building and the inmates thereof, and shall 
be provided with a silencer. 


10. Outlet for smoke — In the case of mill run by oil, there shall be a chimney 
■of adequate height so fixed as to eliminate nuisance and danger to persons resid- 
ing in the neighbourhood on account of smoke. 


11. Hours of working. — Every mill shall be worked only between the hours 
of 0 a.m. and 8 p-m. or between such hours as may specifically be laid down by 
the Cantonment Board and shall be open for inspection during this period by 
the President of the Board, the Executive Officers and such other officers or 
employees of the Board as may be authorised in this behalf by the Board. 


12. Sanitary and health conditions. — The premises of every mill and apparatus 
and containers used therein shall be kept clean and the persons working therein 
shall be inoculated and certified as free from any contagious disease by the Medi- 
cal Officer Incharge, Cantonment General Hospital. Roorkee. 

13. Penalty for contravention. — Any contravention of anv of these bye-laws 
ahall be punishable with fine which may extend to one hundred rupees and in 
the case of continuing contravention, with an additional fine which mav extend 
to ten rupees for every day during which such contravention continues after con- 
viction for the first such contravention. 


14. Cancellation of licence for contravention. — If the licences commits any 
contravention of these bye-laws, his licence shall, without prejudice to the pro- 
visions of bye-law 12, toe liable to cancellation by the Executive Officer and no 
fresh licence shall be issued to him until such time as he has carried out the 
orders of the Executive Officer, satisfactorily for the purpose of enforcing these 
bye-laws. 

15. Appeal. — Any person aggrieved by an order of the Executive Officer 
cancelling a licence may appeal against such order within fifteen days from the 

date of communication of such order, to the President of the Gftntohmeht Board.

S.R.O. 207. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 
of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules regulating 
the method of recruitment to the posts of Class III and IV f Non- Gazetted) Medi- 
cal Attendants In the Research and Developmental Organisation, Ministry of 
Defence, namely:— 


1. Short title and commencement— (1) These rules may be called the Defence 
Research and Development Organisation (Medical Attendants) Recruitment Rules, 

1970. 


(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette. 


2. Application. — These rules shall apply to the posts of class III and IV (Non- 
Gazetted) Medical Attendants in the Defence Research and Development Organisa- 
tion as specified in column 2 of the Schedule annexed hereto. 


3. Number of posts, classification and scale of pay. — The number of posts, their 
classification and the scales of pay attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 
3 to 5 of the said Schedule. 


4, Method of recruitment, age limit and other Qualifications.— The method of 
recruitment to the said posts, age limit, qualifications and other matters connected 
therewith shall be es specified in columns 6 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid: 


Provided that the upper age limit specified for direct recruitment may be 
relaxed in the case of candidates belonging to Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes 
and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued, from 
time to time, by the Central Government. 


E. Disqualifications, — (a) No person, who has more than one wife living or who. 
having, a spouse living, marries in any case in which such marriage is void ' by' 
reason of its taking place during the life-time of such spouse, shall be eligible for 
appointment to any of the said posts; and 


(b) no woman, whose marriage is void by reason of the husband having a wife 
living at the time of such marriage, or who has married a person, who has a wife 
living at the time of such marriage, shall be eligible for appointment to any of 
the new pojts; 


Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that there are special 
ground? for so ordering, , exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 
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fi. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government Is of opinion that it is 
necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in 
writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or 
category of persons in posts.
